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STATE ELECTION IN ANDOVER 


Republican Candidates for Governor, Senator and Congress- 
man Strongly Endorsed. Local Candidates 
for Representative Defeated 


Andover’s vote was strongly Republican 
at the state election, held on Tuesday, 
though two Democrats will represent her 
interests in the General Court as a result of 
the redistricting of Essex County, which 
causes her lot to be cast with South Law- 
rence rather than with North Andover. 


Governor Alvan T. Fuller received 2284 
votes as against 633 for William A. Gaston 
and Senator Butler was endorsed by 1941 
voters as compared with 971 who cast their 
votes for Walsh. The very flattering vote of 
2298 was received by Congressman Edith 
Nourse Rogers, this being the largest 
number of votes cast for any one candidate 
on the ticket, even exceeding Governor 
Fuller by fourteen votes. 

In the contest for representative, Select- 
man Andrew McTernen carried every pre- 
cinct, polling a total of 1283 votes in his 
home town. Arthur Thomson of Lawrence, 
whose name was coupled with that of Mc- 
Ternen on the sticker received 845 votes; 
Thomas E. Rhodes, 686; Thomas J. Lane, 
561; Arthur F. Ganley, 270; Edward J. 
McVey, 237; and Peter J. Dugan, 63. 

The strong support received from their 
Lawrence constituency however carried the 
Democratic candidates, Lane and Ganley, 
through to victory. The totals for the Sixth 
Representative District including Ward 
6 of Lawrence and Andover were as follows: 
Dugan 244; Ganley 2328; Lane 3499; Mc- 
Ternen 1987; McVey 481; Rhodes 772; and 
Thomson 1410. 


There was no question as to the residents 
of Andover being interested in the repre- 
sentative form of town government, 1313 
voting Yes on Referendum No. 1, and 442, No. 

There was more diversity of opinion as to 
the degree of preference due to veterans, 
1084 favoring the present generous pro- 
visions and 983 voting that the percentages 
be reduced to the more conservative amounts 
of five for veterans and, ten for disabled 
veterans, 

The total votes cast in Andover was 3029 
out of a possible 4400, and divided as 
follows: Precinct 1, 1531; Precinct 2, 345; 
Precinct 3, 643; Precinct 4, 510.

RED CROSS ROLL CALL 


Captains and Lieutenants Appointed to 
Make Annual Canvass Beginning 
Armistice Day 


The Andover Branch of the Essex County 
Chapter of the American Red Cross Society, 
will make its annual drive for funds for two 
weeks starting November 11th. Of each 
membership taken in Andover, fifty cents 
goes for the work here in Andover, Last 
year Andover had 2,309 members from whom 
$3,394.00 was collected. 


The money which was collected in Andover 
was spent as follows: (1) to support the 
visiting nurse, Miss Campbell; (2) to support 
the dental nurse, Miss Cronin; (3) to dis- 
tribute necessary relief to needy families, 

During the past year Miss Campbell 
visited 1333 cases needing nursing care, and 
427 miscellaneous visits, all of which in- 
cluded 280 families. 

Up to April, Miss Cronin advised about 
800 school children in the care of their teeth, 
and cooperated with Miss Campbell and the 
school nurses in improving the health of the 
town. In April, the town of Andover took 
over the expense of supporting the dental 
nurse. 

Four children were sent to the Health 
Camp at Middleton, and one boy to Camp 
Lawrence, at Lake Winnepesaukee. 

Necessary supplies have been distributed 
by the relief workers and aid in securing 
work has been given. 

Plans are being contemplated leading to 
social work in the town of Andover. 

With such a record of achievement, the 
Andover Red Cross feels justified in asking 
for generous donations, with the hope that 
everyone will make an effort to contribute 
more even than last year. ‘The success of the 
drive depends equally on the generosity of 
the givers and on the willingness of those who 
are asked to help in collecting the funds, 
Let us all be ready to give both time and 
money!

tor and Governor have died down 
somewhat, now that the inevitable has 
happened in national and state affairs, 
Andover citizens can sit back and con- 
sider their own sad plight as a com- 
munily. 

Andover has been a strongly He- 
publican town and for two generations 
has sent Republican representatives to 
the State House. Whenever it was a 
matter of voting for the State Legis- 
lature Andover always has had her own 
way, electing whom she liked, and being 
satisfied with that election. 

But this year, without any internal 
change of opinion, an entirely different 
state of affairs has come to pass. No 
longer is this town represented by one 
who shares her political opinions, or by 
one who is really familiar with her 
deepest desires and traditions. We say 
this without casting any reflection on 
the men who will represent this district 
in the Legislature. But they are 
Lawrence men, and Lawrence is vastly 
different in interests, in traditions and 
in opinions, and cannot therefore repre- 
sent Andover adequately. And since 
the majority of the voters in this district 
are Lawrence residents, representatives 
living there can afford to neglect this 
town altogether, knowing there is 
suflicient strength on their side of the 


district to reelect them. Andover is 
in danger, therefore, of becoming 
politically helpless in the House of 


Representatives. 
That such a situation should be per- 
mitted to continue is unbelievable. 
From our point of view it is not only 
unfortunate, but unfair as well. The 
strange thing is that Republican Ando- 


politics, there would immediately have 
arisen a loud and resentful cry of 
“treachery” and “gerrymander.”” The 
Supreme Court, in ordering a redistrict- 
ing, created afresh precisely what it 
set about to avoid. For if we re- 
member correctly, the occasion for the 
redistricting was the complaint of a 
town in exactly the situation in which 
Andover has been put.

Great Grange Gathering Opens 
November 10th in Portland 


Keen interest among thousands of 
Grange people in New England awaits 
the final word concerning the big coming 
event at Portland, Maine, when the National 
Grange assembles there on the morning of 
Wednesday, November 10, for its 60th 
annual session; with the near approach of 
the date finding more New England people 
yreparing to go to Portland than have ever 
Berne set out towards any single event. 
There is every indication that the estimates 
made early in the season of an attendance of 
at least 15,000 Grange members at Portland, 
with a class to take the Seventh Degree of 
fully 10,000 candidates, will be completely 
realized, sapically if fine weather should be 
one of the session accompanients. 

During the last six weeks every State 
Grange in New England has held a series of 
special sixth degree meetings to fit their 
members for reception into the highest 
degree of the organization and a great 
outpouring’ of Patrons has resulted. In 
Maine 4,712 sixth degree initiates are re- 
corded for this series of meetings; almost 
2,900 in Massachusetts and proportionately 
large classes in all the other states. Inas- 
much as it is six years since a Seventh Degree 
Grange opportunity was afforded in the 
New England district there are thousands 
of other members anticipating the degree, 
besides the nearly 10,000 new ones who have 
advanced through the sixth the past two 
months. 

The program for the Portland session 
includes opening at 11 A. M. on Wednesday, 
November 10, with business sessions that 
day and Thursday; conferring sixth degree 
in its new revised form Thursday evening 
by officers of Maine State Grange; all day 
Friday, November 12, Seventh Degree, 
with at least four classes, in the Strand 
Theatre, the hours of same being 9 A, M, 
12 M., 4 P. M. and 8 P. M., while a fifth 
class will be crowded into the afternoon if 
the number of candidates requires it. Mem- 
bers of the Grange who have taken the Sev- 
enth Degree are assured of the opportunity 
to witness it at Portland as a large block 
of seats in the theatre will be reserved for 
Seventh Degree members. Saturday morn- 
ing, the 13th, in the Portland Municipal 
Auditorium, occurs the annual convocation 
of the Assembly of Demeter, the highest 
ritualistic meeting of the organization and 
open only to Seventh Degree members. 

Sunday all the Grange members will at- 
tend church in a body, memorial services in 
the afternoon and probably a big union 
church gathering in the evening, the Grange 
cooperating in, the interests of law enforce- 
ment, good government and American 
citizenship, Four days of the second week 
devoted entirely to business sessions, closing 
Thursday night, November 18. 

Governor Ralph O, Brewster of Maine will 
officially welcome the convention members, 
Secretary of Agriculture William M. Jardine 
will present an agricultural survey of the 
country, and many other prominent leaders 
will address the convention at different | 
times, Present indications are that the | 
greater number of New England attendants | 
ipon the Portland session will motor to that .
